Makers Will @e Next To Quit. 
Strikers in Atlanta Are 
Doing Nothing. 


Knoxville, ‘Tenn., October 22.—General 
Manager H. B. Spencer, of the Southern 
railway, admitted tonight that the road 
has decided to employ new men to take 
the ‘places of the striking machinists in 
various shops over the system. Thirty 
Or more men walked out of the Southern 
shops at this point today, they being 
eleven machinists, faremen, fifteen black- 
smiths and five apprentices. It is relia}'y 
reported tonight that the boiler makers 
will be the next to go out. 


It was in executive session the steering 
committee of the Atlanta machinists, 
who walked out of the Southern railway 
machine shops three weeks ago, heard 
what J. 8. Jones, of the committee on 
conference with the railway officials, 
had to say yesterday. 

An unusual silence too was maintained 
by the members of the committee. 

No kind of a statement could be ob- 
tained, even from the members of the 
press committee. . 

“Of course,"’ said Chairman Riley, of 
the press committee, ‘“‘you have read the 
presentation of the Southern railway. 
That presentation suits us if it suits 
them. It tells the facts somewhat so 
far as it goes. But, to be frank, it 
doesn't go far enough. After carefully 
considering the situation the steering 
committee has decided that we have 
nothing. whatever to say to the public. 
None of our men are going. about tie 
shops. They are not needed there, and 
unti] they are needeg they ‘won't go.” 

“So far,’’ said a member of the walk. 
out machinists, ‘‘there has not been a 
request even upon the treasurer for 
money. This week the men who need 
the money are entitled to it.

Could anything argue more forcibly for the building of an auditorium 
in Atlanta adapted for the accommodation of the many large gatherings that 
make this city their place of meeting? 

Atlanta has become a great convention city, Every year a number of 
farge national conventions are held here—conventions that draw hundreds 
of delegates and visitors from every state and territory in the union, A more 
ideal cenvention city ceuld not be chosen from the standpoint of accessi- 
bility, interesting environment, excellent and ample hotel accommodations, 
local hospitality, and everything that is desirable in a convention city. The 
one thing lacking is a suitable building for such large gatherings. 

Surely Atlanta, with her proverbial public spirit, will not longer stand 
in her own light in this important matter. It is the laudable and natural 
‘ambition of every large city to attract large conventions. They advertise a 
city’s resources and advantages in a most effective way, and the item of 
money spent in the city by the visitors is worthy of local consideration. 

Atlanta is clearly a favorite choice as a convention city for the great 
national trade, business, religious and fraternal associations of the nation. 
If they decide to come south they are more. than apt to select Atlanta as 
It is the part of wisdom for Atlanta to be ready for

The suit over the Weightman mil- 
lions in Philadelphia, to decide the 
disposition of the vast estate left by 
the millionaire manufacturing chemist 
of that city, recalls some interesting 
history in connection with this firm 
and the part played by a distin- 
guished Georgia congressman in op- 
posing the unfair tariff schedules that 
permitted the accumulation of this 
vast sum at the expense of the peo- 
ple of the country. 

When William H. Felton was a 
member of congress, from 1874 to 
1880, he was, during his third term, 
appointed a member of the ways and 
means committee of the house by 
Speaker S. J. Randall. 

In this office and as chairman of 
the subeommittee on tariff,investi- 
gation, he was responsible in a large 
measure for the reduction of tariff 
charges on many necessities of life. 


He also led the fight on the free! 


entry for quinine, which up to that 
time had been manufactured almost 
exclusively by Weightman & Powers, 
of Philadelphia. The proposa] to put 
quinine on the free list was vigorous- 
ly contested by this firm and they 
employed every means at their com- 
mand to defeat the amendment. Dr. 
Felton’s brilliant leadership of the 
relief measure, however, won a fa- 
vorable report, which secured its pas- 
cage in the house, 

Among the members of this prom- 
inent and important committee were 
such men as Garfield, Kelly, Fernan- 
do Wood, Carlisle and Tucker of Vir- 
ginia, they being probably the most 
notable figures in congress. When 
Garfield was elected to the senate, 
from which he advanced to the white 
house, William McKinley, of Ohio, 
succeeded him on the committee. 

Dr. Felton has always been a firm 
believer in the doctrine of a tariff for 
revenue only, to be raised from the 
luxuries of commerce, affording inci- 
dental protection to American indus- 
tries. ; 

The man whose monopoly of 
the quinine trade was thus destroyed, 
nevertheless died a couple of years 
ago leaving an estate worth $60,000,- 
600. Dr. Felton, the man who se- 
cured for the American people the 
vast benefit of a substantial reduc- 
tion in the price of this medical ne- 
cessity, has reaped no material re- 
ward from his distinguished public 
service. 

Despite this showing, will any one 
undertake to say that of the two 
lives his has been the greatest suc- 
cess? Will any one attempt to draw 
the contrast between these two men, 
who stand out from the crowd, and 
say the miHionaire is worthier than 
the patriot and the humanitarian? 
~ Weightman lived and died, .and 
when his lawyers came to wind up 
his affairs, they found he left an es-

at his home in Cartersville, Ga., loved 
and honored by all who know him. 

He saved millions in money and 
countless lives by breaking up the 
quinine trust in this country. 

He saved millions to the state in 
carrying through the act providing 
for the lease instead of the sale of 
the state road, that in the twenty- 
nine years of its lease was pledged 
to pay into the state treasury $12,- 
000,000, and then to be returned to 
its’ original owners: plus the better- 
ments and the natural enhancement 
in value, 

On the floor of the legislature his. 
appeals were largely successful in 
securing the erection of the present 
magnificent state capitol that cost 
less that the amount appropriated for 
its construction. 

He was one of the earliest and 
strongest workers in the state in be- 
half of reformatories for juvenile 
convicts. He was a constant cham- 
pion of the movement to reform the 
convict system of the state. He was 
the friend and defendér of the Geor- 
gia railroad commission, when its en- 
emies threatened its annihilation. 

His public record has always been 
above suspicion and his private char- 
acter beyond reproach, 

During Dr, Felton’s forty years’ 
service in the ministry he never made 
one dollar, so high was his regard‘ 
for the gospel and for the example 
set by the.Master, who “had no piace | 
to lay his head.” There was no time 
between 1850 and 1900 that he could 
not have commanded the highest pul- 
pit salary paid in Georgia, or direct- 
ed the affairs of the most exclusive 
and fashionable church in the state, 
but he chose otherwise and the re- 
turns that come from what the world 
calls practical business sense were 
not for him. 

Who shall say that his reward and 
his choice were not the stronger, the 
purer, the more wholesome, than that 
cf the man whose autocratic control 
he had opposed and whose last ac- 
count sheet in this life showed’ a bal- 
ance of $60,000,000? | 

Dr. Felton will probably not ijeave 
an estate so large as to invité heirs 
to contest, or for remote kinsmen to 
assail, but he will leave a record of 
public service that is honorable and 
imperishable, and he wil] always ‘be 
cherished as one of Georgia’s noblest 
and most distinguished sons.

News that Richard Croker, former 
chief of Tammany Hall, had insti- 
tuted suit for libel against a maga- 
zine was recently published, and 
now comes the announcement that 
the matter has been compromised 
and the suit withdrawn.

But he never explained the means 
by which he acquired his enormous 
private fortune. | 

Through more than one heated cam- 
paign “Where did you get it?” was 
hurled not only at Croker, but at Tam- 
many Hall. The newspapers of New 
York, with one or two exceptions, 
took up the cry, and “Where did you 
get it?” became a household phrase. 

They will tel? you in New York that 
Croker was the best friend a man ever 
had. They wil] not speak of his en- 
mity, for the man of iron will was 
possessed of too much political discre- 
tion to enjoy the luxury of displaying 
enmity, Croker never complained. 
Even those leyal followers of -Charles 
Murphy, the present leader of Tam- 
many Hall, will shake their heads at 
some of Mr. Murphy’s outbursts and 
tel! you that things are not like they 
used to be. : 

Old-time members of Tammany Hall 
take a pride in reciting how Croker 
ignored condemnatory editorials in the 
New York papers. He was apparently 
unaware that he did not possess the 
friendship of the universe. He was a 
man of few words, who smiled but 
seldom; but his words were just as 
effective, his smile just as spontane- 
ous on the day he sailed as at any 
time of his reign. 

It is in the nature of things that a 
curious public should wish to follow 
the chief to his retreat. Accordingly 
newspapers pursued Croker and the 
seclusion which he so earnestly sought 
was denied. His daily habits were re- 
cited in detail. When this ceased 
to be of interest his former political 
methods were used as foundations for 
sensational news stories. 

The latest and one of the most se- 
vere of these stories was printed in 
the magazine which Croker sued. 
Charges that Tammany Hall methods 
were being employed in English poli- 
tics were made. To prove whata 
crime this was, the writer went on to 
show how Croker h4d used his power 
as leader to mulict the people until his 
coffers were filled to overflowing with 
ill-gotten gains, whereupon he emu- 
lated the example of the Arab. 

The denial Croker made is the first 
on record that we have seen. The 
public would like to know the terms 
of the settlement of the case.

- Bditor Constitution: I am glad to see 
‘the’ editorial in ‘your issue of today ap- 
proving the recent action of the legista- 
ture in its appropriations for a centrai 
agricultural college and local secondary 
schools for teaching agriculture. Nothing 
Nke it has been attempted in any otbet 
state, and Georgia is in the van iz this 
important movement. 

The recent address by President Hili. 
the greatest raflroad manager which 
America has developed, in which he en- 
forces the necessity for Improved meth- 
ods of agriculture, has not only stamped 
him as a far-seeing statesman, but has 
attracted the attention of every thinking 
man. The Georgia legislature, however, 
trad anticipated him. All our prosperity 
must come from the soil, and in the 
cultural pursuits, and yet unfortumately, 
south especially five-sixths of our people 
must depend for their living upon agri- 
as shown by the late Chancellor Hill, the 
traditional education which we are spent- 
ing millions of dollars every year to give 
our youth, educates them away from the 
farm. All over Georgia, especially in 
the back counties, numbers of farms are 
absolutely abandoned. In many, many 
cases the hoys have gone off to the towns 
and cities and the old men are left in 
their old age to get between the plow 
handies again to keep up the farm. it 
1s also true that nardly a farm in the 
gtate is producing as much as it could 
be made to produce under improved and 
more intelligent methods. In spite of the 
money spent on the department of agri- 
culture and on the experiment stations 
their bulletins of information are not in 
demand, and as a general thing not read 
and followed. While there are some pro- 
gressive farmers and there is more ar 
jess general improvement, the older men 
are apt to be set in their ways and the 
best hope is the instruction of the younge? 
men and the coming farmer boys. Now 
the danger that confronts us is that 
while the legislature, under the most sol- 
emn promises on the part ef the advo- 
cates of these measures that the muney 
would be used for teaching agricuiture, 
has made ample provision for practicat 
instruction in agriculture and the mdusr 
tries connected with it—the tendency wil 
be to make these schools merely ..g% 
schools with an agricuitural department 
attached. This method of teaching agri 
culture in the past has been useful for 
getting appropriations, but has been & 
failure in its practical results. d notice 
an article in The Constitution some days 
since outlining the course of instruction 
tor these schools to be submitted to the 
trustees of the university, and it was 
stated that it had been approved by my- 
self. This was not correct. While some 
parts of it did meet my approval I dis- 
sented from the general plan as em-

Athens, Ga., October 22.—(Special.)»— 
Football enthusiasts will find much com- 
fort in the views expressed by Chan- 
cellor David C. Barrow, of the University 
of Georgia. Once he was opposed to the 
game, but having watched it for a num- 
ber of years, he is now an enthusiastic 
advocate of it. 

Chancellor Barrow has always taken 4 
lively interest in the athletic sports of the 
college. He never misses a game. He 
is alWays in the crowd that cheers on 
the Red and Black to victory. He de- 
rives a genuine pleasure from the games 
and rejoices with the boys as much as 
if he were a member of the team. 

A few days since Chancellor Barrow 
was heard to remark that he had some 
views of his own about football and that 
he believed the game to be of benefit 
rather than injury to the student. He 
was requested to write out those views 
for the public, and here they are: 

“I used to be opposes to what is now 
called football. When I was a boy from 
fifty to one hundred of us at a time used 
to play on the front campus. We used to

“safety fund.” The suit is returned Sep- 
tember 6, 

The Hartford Insurance Company, 
which ‘ceased active business in 1899, 
was organized on the stockholding plan 
in 1867, but since the former date has 
continued to collect premiums on out- 
standing certificates, as if it were con- 
tinuing business, it being aHeged that in 
1899 the outstanding risks amounted to 
$90,000,000. 

Prior to 1860 the company invented a 
plan of assessment life insurance, which 
was designated. as ‘‘the safety fund. plan,” 
by which $3 was collected on each $1,000 
of insurance and put into a fund, the 
sumplus of which, when the fund reached

A number of vessels Were wreck- 
ed, several destroyed, and the buildings 
in each of the towns. mentioned badly 
damaged, and the loss to the owners of the 
fruit plantations wilh reach almost a 
cargo of fruit to the United States Com- 
Southern Queen was thrown on the beach 
at Ruatan and went to preces in less than 
an hour's time. 

The Harald suffered some damage in 
the hurricane while at Ruatan, and will 
have to be docked. The cable went down 
in the storm and the Harald was the 
first vessel to leave the vicinity. ' The 
Harald went on the beach and in order 
to get back into deep water it was nec- 
essary to uSe an extra anchor and 78 
fathoms of chain, steaming dead ahead 
at full speed, A tidue wave accompa- 
nied the hurricane and swept everything 
before it. Captain Henrichsen reports 
that when he left the beaches were 
strewn with vessels of all kinds including 
three large sailing vessels. No lives were 
reported lost at the time of the sailing 
of the Harald., Ten thousand bunches 
of bananas were reported swepj into the 
sea at Ruatan and lost and the officers 
of the steamer say that it will be a 
month before some of the steamers wih 
be able to get any fruit.
